Nntt followed and fired two 
more shots into Dukes prostrate body, one tak- 
ing effect in the neck. Dukes was dead before 
any one could get to him. The revolver that 
did the work is the same that Captain Nutt car- 
ried on the morning of his death. Young Nntt 
gave himself up and is now in jail.

WASHINGTON, June 14.—'.'Yon can ask the jury 


whether they have any communication to make 
to the court," said Judge Wylie to the crier 
when the criminal court for the hearing of the 
star route case reassembled this morning.

while the tears streamed down her cheeks, and 
there were many ladies in court who were 
silently weeping. Savidge quietly asked to have 
the verdict recorded, which was done, while the 
deputy marshals were vainly endeavoring to 
quell the tumult.

writer and business man of Cleveland, lias 
demonstrated the success of a new plan for the 
education of the masses which contains many 
features commending it to popular considera- 
tion. After perfecting his plan he submitted 
iljto the business men of Cleveland, and they 
were BO struck with its practical character that 
they gave it their hearty endorsement and sup- 
port He Jhen spent considerable time in visit- 
ing the shops, factories, and mills, explaining 
it to the workingmen, and soon got them in- 
terested in it also. 


Having accomplished this preliminary work, 


he secured thei People's tabernacle, in tho 
heart of the city, and fixed the price for a series 
of twenty entertainments at $1.50, charging 15 
cents for a single admission.' The first ten 
have already been given, and the^ remainder 
are to consist of concerts during the summer/ 
months in the public square. • 
1& dispatch from 


that city gives the following brief outline of Mr. 
Bolton'a scheme: 


During the winter season the doors were 
opened early, and as the visitors entered each 
was presented with a pamphlet containing a 
condensed outline of some science, graphically 
told: the history of the United States, brief 
sketches of celebrated musical composers, and 
matters of a similar character. Musical pre- 
ludes by a trained and large orchestra followed 
until 8:10, when the audience was allowed to 
change Us position for five minutes by stand- 
ing. 
Then the principal concert o lecture of 
the evening began. The music 
as both In- 
strumental and vocal, and the lectures on 
popular and scientific topics by the best talent 
that could be procured. Gen. Eaton, the com- 
missioner of education, was present at the final 
entertainment A few evenings ago, where Gov 
Foster presided, and declared that there had 
been no such work done anywhere in the 
United States-, and gave it his most earnest 
commendation. 


The courses thua far have been a success in 
every way. The attendance haa avaraged from 
2,500 to 4^000. The total receipts for the first 
season were $5,000, and after all expenses were 
paid there was a balance left of $1,000 with 
Which to commence the presentsetfson. The total 
receipts have been «8,137,and there is a balanca 
on hand of $3,823. Tha average attendance 
has been 4,000, and no less than 119,200 books 
and papers haveMjeen given away. The course, 
indeed, has been so successful that it is no 
longer regarded as an experiment The Edu- 
cational bureau, as it is called, L= now consid- 
ered a permanent institution m Cleveland. The 
peculiar feature of this scheme which haa 
commended it with such force to the massds is 
the combination of pleasure with instruction at 
a merely nominal charge. Every entertain- 
ment has been made specially attractive to the 
workingmen, and everything has been done 
to secure-their comfort and confidence. They 
have been made to feel that it is theht en- 
tertainment, 
and 
specially theirs,

interfere. 
They have not been prejudiced against them 
by any social competition or by any feel- 
ing of inferiority. As a rule the 
ef- 


forts 
to 
entertain 
worMngmen have 
fniled because they have been uninterest- 
ing and dry. Other places have had more at- 
ti 'actions for them, but in Cleveland they have 
been made to enjoy themselves as the first con- 
s [deration, and then they have been In the 
i lood to receive information gladly and will- 
fcigly, the more so that the information itself 
lias been prepared in a simple and attractive 
style. _ The enthusiasm with which they have 
patronized the entertainments and the constant 
increase of interest which they evince for 
them is sufficient proof that at last a plan has 
been devised for the popular education of the 
masses which will go far to offset the attrac- 
tions devised by unprincipled persons to get 
their money away from them without render- 
ing them any equivalent. The philanthropic 
in other cities would do well to confer with the 
Cleveland bureau and study^its plan. There 
is need of just such a bureau right here in 
Chicago.

COMPETITIVE EXAMINATIONS, 


Popular Methods are not a True Test 


of Brain- Power. I 


Popular Science Monthly. 


The present is an age of competitive examin- 


ations, yet these afford but an imperfect test 
of brain-power; for, after a tame, competitive 
examinations become less and less efficient as 
true testa of intelligence, and sink into a eoit 
of official routine. As examples, wo will take 
the following cases: Brown is the son of an 
Indian officer, who died when bis boy was 10 . 
years old, and left his widow badly off. Young 
Brown is intended for the Royal Military 
academy, Woolwich; bnt bis mother's means 
do not enable her to send him to a first-class 
"cramnter^s," so he has to sit beneath the aver- 
age schoolmaster. He works hard and thinka 
a great deal and gains a fair knowledge of tha 
subjects he- is required to learn.' He goes up 
to the competitive examination at Wbplwich, 
and finds each question so complicated that lie 
is utterly puzzled: and, when the results of 
the examination are made known, Brown is 
nearly last on the list 


On the other hand, Smith is the son of a 
wealthy tradesman who wishes his son to enter 
as a cadet at Woolwich. Young Smith is sent 
early in life to a successful "crammer's"' to bo 
fattened with knowledge as turkeys are cram- 
med for Christinas. The crammer does not 
confine his attention to teaching his pupils ; but 
he watches the examination papers, set at 
Woolwich, and he finds that the examiners 
have each a' peculiar "fad," and set their quesr 
tions in a.eort of rotation. He looks carefully 
over these, and he forma a kind of estimate of 
the questions which are likely to be set at any 
particular examination. He therefore .trains 
bis pupils for these questions, and is often 
so successful in bis predictions that at least 
half the questions have been worked out by 
these pupils a week before the examination; 
and this result is obtained without any 
collusion between the 
crammer and w.a 
examiner. On one occasion, that we know 
of, seven questions out of 
a paper of 
thirteen were predicted as "due;" and tho pu- 
pils consequently of this crammer were most 
successful at this "competitive. " Young Smith 
is thus trained, and passes say fifth put of a 
long list, and is considered, as far as this test is 
concerned, to possess brain-power far beyond 
that of the unfortunate Brown, who was neaily 
last in this same examination. 


Twenty years clapso, and Smith and Biowu 
meet Smith has jogged 9n in the usual rou- 
tine; he may have never either said or done a 
foolish thing. Brown, on the other hand is a 
man of wide reputation, has written clever 
books, and done many clever things ; yet tieo- 
ple who know his early history say no>y 
strange it was that he was so stupid wh( n ks 
was young, for lie was iguominiously "s mi* 
at Woolwich ! 
Those who thus speak imagine that tho ex- 
amination at which Smith succeeded and 
Brown failed was a test of their brain-power 
It was in really nothing of the kind : it was 
merely a test of those who trained SmitL and 
Brown.

THE Jamestown Alert is on the highest 


kind of a horse hi relation to the Dakota 
division question, and assumes that the 
TRIBUNE'S idea of no division has grown 
out of the location of the capital at Bis- 
marck, and intimates that if the people 
are not allowed to divide Dakota without 
interference from Bismarck, that the 
people will punish it for its temerity by 
takiug the capital away from it.

main silent in relation to a ques- 
tion so important as the admission of 
Dakotai or change views previously 
formed on the subject. 


THE Huron Times, speaking of the ef- 


fect of the capital location at Bismarck, 
says:

jealousy in Fargo or in Jamestown or in 
any other of the leading North. Dakota 
points it has been well concealed, and to 
the South Dakota observer it appears as 
though all the people north of the 46th 
parallel rejoiced over Bismarck's good 
fortune. Such is the apparent situation. 
Whether it be real the future will deter- 
mtne, and perhaps disclosuresl of heart- 
aches, and envy and jealousies such as 
South Dakota has been capable of, may 
be made regarding our norther i brethren. 
But it is most mysterious that from Far- 
go, formerly the rank hotbed of division, 
should now come a loud cry for admis- 
sion as a whole. The change of heart is 
claimed to have been caused by the se- 
lection of Fargo's old rival for the capi- 
tal city. From the reasoning of the Ar- 
gus it would appear that the only thing 
which made it and its brethren rabid 
divisiorusts^ in the past, Was the fact that 
the capital was located in South Dakota. 
And by the one act of removal to Bis- 
marck of the seat of government it would 
have us believe that the citizens of all 
Dakota have been moulded into a body 
of harmonious people; but instead of do- 
ing that, shrewd gentlemen of the north, 
it has madjj southern Dakota more eager 
than ever for separation, and the Times 
predicts tha,t it wiU serve to practically

We still main- 
tain, however, the self evident proposi- 
tion that the whole is greater than any of 
its parts, and that the government of the 
United States is greater than any govern- 
ment that can be organized of any part 
of its territory; that the United States 
government is the sovereign and all other 
governments within its territory are sub- 
ordinate; that the general government 
has absolute authority over the subordi- 
nate governments, from'which there is no 
appeal but ip. rebellion or revolution. 
South Dakota certainly has a right to 
form a constitution, but we insist that 
such constitution will have no more 
force, until invested with vitality by the 
general government, than would the 
adoption of a constitution for Stutsman 
county as a state. As a preliminary step 
to division the formation of a constitu- 
tion for South Dakota to be submitted to 
congress would be as good a plan as any 
and perhaps the best, but those south- 
downers may as well abandon the idea of 
investing themselves with statehood for 
the proposition is absurd on its face. 


. THEBE are few towns hi the United 
States where the laboring men have met 
with the good fortune which has over- 
taken them at Bismarck. In the early 
days of the city they were compelled to 
buy lots and erect houses such as they 
could in order to obtain shelter. These 
homes they have steadfastly refused to 
sell having an abiding faith in the fu- 
ture, and as a result these men who 
could not have borrowed one Hundred 
dollars at {he banks two weeks ago have 
in bank to-day from ten to twenty-five 
thousand dollars. The capital location 
has been a bonanza indeed, not to a syn- 
dicate but to the people—to the laboring 
men— to the owners of homesteads near 
the city and the one hundred thousand 
dollars given as a bonus for the capital 
has proven to be the wisest possible in- 
vestment. That sum would ha\e cheer- 
fully been given for an 
additional 


line of railroad although knowing that 
on its arrival rates would be pooled with 
the line already built. The capital loca- 
tion assures other lines, not only one but 
several without a bonus, and assures the 
development of a country unparallelled 
in richness heretofore largely ignored, 
the building up of tributary points, 
the expenditures of thousands in build- 
ings this year and puts Bismarck at least 
ten years ahead in the race for suprem- 
acv. 


THE Milwaukee Sunday Telegraph has 


this to say: The location of the^ capital 
of Dakota at Bismarck wfll stimulate 
railroad building the present year to an 
extraordinary extent. A dispatch to the 
Sunday Telegraph from St. Paul says 
that the directors of the Chicago, Mil- 
waukee arid St. Paul railway made a 
visit to Bismarck during the past week, 
taking a flying run up there over the 
North Pacific road, while making an in- 
spection of their own' lines west of the 
Mississippi river. The policy of the St. 
Paul railroad company hi relation to the 
location of the capital of Dakota was 
first foreshadowed by General J^Ianager 
Merrill hi an interview with a represent- 
ative of the Sunday Telegraph, before 
the commissioners had acted in the mat- 
ter. He then made the significant re- 
mark, "They cannot locate it so but 
that we can build to it!" The nearest 
point on the St. Paul railway lines to 
Bismarck is Aberdeen, about one hun- 
dred and fifty miles distant in a direct 
line. . There is no doubt but that this 
line will be constructed as fast as men 
and money can grade and lay the track. 
The Northwestern road will have to build 
sixty or seventy miles further than the 
St. Paul to tap Bismarck from any of its 
lines. 


YAKKTON Press and Dakotaian: Ex- 


United States attorney general under 
President Grant, Edward Pierrepont, 
subsequently minister to the court of St.

Is relation to the division of Dakota 


the Watertown News says: "If there is 
any one question on which South Dakota 
is more united than another, it is the 
question of division and admission. There 
is scarcely a corporal's-guard among the 
people of South Dakota that does not 
favor division on the Forty-sixth parallel, 
and the admission of the southern half 
as a state. This sentiment is overwhelm- 
ingly predominant, and so determined 
are the people to assert their rights in 
this respect, that they will remain a ter- 
ritory for the next fifty years, we believe, 


before they will be coerced by congress 
into yielding one jot or tittle of their in- 
herent and constitutional rights in this 
regard." 


This no doubt expresses the view of 


the Watertown News editor, but were he 
to associate more with the people of 
South Dakota he would find, outside 'of 
the politicians, a ti<le in opposition to 
division that will be simply overwhelm- 
ing; and the TBIBUNE believes that if the 
Huron convention submits a constitution 
to the*people of South Dakota it will be 
voted down. The politicians may pro- 
pose as they will but the people wfll" dis- 
pose of the question when it gets to them 
in a manner that will not prove particu- 
larly refreshing. 


TnEMandan Pioneer says Bismarck 


despises Mandan and the country west 
of it, and loses no opportunity to run it 
down. This is not true. The prosperity 
of Bismarck depends upon the settlement 
of the surrounding country north, south 
and west. It is all good—ne section is 
better than another. That west of Bis- 
marck along the line of the North Pacific 
is settling this season more rapidly than 
any othef because it is more accessible, 
more generally surveyed and has an 
abundance of coaL The development of 
this country ought to add to the retail 
trade of Randan, and will, but it will also 
add to the wholesale trade of Bismarck 
and will contribute to the support of Bis- 
marck manufacturing enterprises. Bis- 
marck people and Bismarck newspapers 
will never be found lagging when there is 
an opportunity to come to the front for 
the country west of them, Mandan news- 
papers to the contrary notwithstanding. 


A GENTLEMAN asked the question yes- 


terday^ "What are you going to do with 
all these addition lots? You have lots 
enough for a hunered thousand people 
now." The gentleman should understand 
that western towns are never built up so 
compact as eastern cities. The people of 
the west require more room than those 
in the east. At present there, are/about 
4.000 people in the metropolis, and as the 
number swells so will the demand for 
outlots. If four thousand people require 
a mile sqaare, 50,000 people will at least 
require three miles square, with another 
mile round for scattering fine residences 
with plenty of ground. Bismarck will 
have 50,000 people in five years from date 
and perhaps more. 


THE Huron Tunes says South Dakota 


wants division and that there is practi- 
cally a determination never to go into 
the Union as a state unless they can have 
it. The removal of the capital it says 
has intensified its desire. George Hand 
said in a recent speech: "I think it is the 
right of every ftee American citizen to 
have a voice in the choice of the chief 
magistrate of the United States, but I 
would be willing to forswear this right 
and privilege for ten years longer for the 
sake of seeing Dakota divided on the 
46th parallel, and both north and south 
admitted to the Union as twin sisters."

The Crook Expedition. 


TUCSON, Arizona, June 12.—Last night 


courier arrived at Tombstone' from Crook's 
headquarters at Silver Greek, Arizona. He 
brought the first official information of Crook's 
expedition. It left American soil on the 3d of 
May, marching °200 miles southeast from San 
Bemadino, on the boundary line of Chihuahua 
and Sonora, following the trail of the hostiles. 
Crook was guided by Apache Nadaski, who was 
captured near San-Carlos, just 'previous to the 
expedition leaving. At a point about 200 miles 
south of the line the command 
/

range, advanced fifty miles over an indescriba- 
bly rough tract, eight mule? being killed by 
falling over precipices, and pressed on without 
delay, rendered nearly bare f out by the sharp 
rocks. 
After fourteen days' hard marching 


night andxjay, the Indian camps of Choto and 
Bonito wereSjKscovered in the heart of the 
Sierre Madres, in an almost impregnable .posi- 
tion. The Apaches did not dream of an attack, 
for the entrancetofheir stronghold was next to 
impassable, and the warriors were principally 
out on a raid, under Jab, only thirty-seven 
backs being in camp with the women and chil 
dren. The San Carlos scouts, under Captain 
Crawford and Lieutenants Atwood and Mackey, 
.with Al. Sebre Mclntosh and Mickey F 
chiefs of the scouts, surrounded the camp before 
thp bostilea were aware of their proximity; and 
advanced from, different points and were near 
before they were discovered. The scouts secreted 
themselves behind rocks and commenced firing 
upon the1 camp. 


CHEATING A PERFECT PJ&IC. 


A number succeeded in escaping though nearly 


all surrendered. Seven were found dead in the 
camp and five Mexican women and a little girl 
were recaptured. They were takea from Car- 
men and Chihuahua, and are now with Crook in 
Ejood health. Everything in camp was burned 
or carried off by the scouts. Among the rftop- 
erty captured were a hundred ponies and mules, 
forty being loaded with plunder, saddles, gir- 
dles, clothes, gold and silver witches and several 
thousand dollars in gold, silver and greenbacks, 
showing that they bad been v.iry successful in 
their raids. After the fight most of those who 
escaped camo in. Altogether 383 prisoners 
were captured. The chiefs captured were Chato, 
Fonito, Gerenimo, Nachcz, Loco and Nana. 
The two latter 


WERE LONG REPORTED DEAD. 


The chiefs say that an American boy six years 
old captured a mouth ago in New Mexico 
with the squaws in the mountains. He is no 
doubt Charlie McGomas. Banners were sent 
out and he is expected in hourly. After the 
fight the command with the prisoners marched 
leisurely back to American soil and the entire 
command with the prisoners is now camped on 
Silver Creek, about sixty miles south of Tomb- 
stone. Not one of Crook's command wai lost 
during the campaign. 
The courier states 


that the reason wby Crook remains at Silver 
creek is he is waiting news from the secretary 
of war as to what disposition to make of the 
Indians, as Wile ox, the agent at San Carlos, re- 
fused to receive them, and that he will

in. In converaation with the courier he stated 
that the hostiles had plenty of money. One old 
squaw, who was the possessor of three fifty dollar 
bills, made inquiry of some one at Col Benoles 
as to the value of her possession. Upon being 
informed that the notes were for fifty dollars 
<es£b, she grunted and decided to negotiate, 
aud-pointed with her skinny finger to the naught 
after the [five on each note. Quite a number of 
bucks have silver stars and other ornaments 
beaten out of Mexican dollars on their head 
gear, and several of them American double 
eagles made into necklaces. A rough estimate 
of the amount of wealth among them is fully 
$5,000, and probably more. The troops and 
packers of the,command state that the place 
where the capture occurred is

Upon mak- 
ing inquiry concerning the genera^ who was 
supposed to ba a hundred miles distant in the 
Sierre Madres, imagine the surprise that awaited 
the camp when informed that Crook was only 
two hours behind, with the captured Apaches. 


About 10 o'clock the general rode into camp 


with an escort and greeted Colonel Biddle with 


"A KICB MORNING, COLONEL," 


and straightway struck out for a wash basin 
which he had, spied and was soon performing 
his ablutions, 'after which he sat down on a camp 
stool and engaged in conversation about his 
campaign in an off-hand way as if hunting the 
cruelest and fiercest foe on the continent in the 
wildest and most inaccessible country to be 
found was a matter of every day occurrence 
A lieutenant, name untn >wn, was the only 
person wounded in Crook'* command, and he 
but slightly.

Fashion seems to have exhausted itself in in- 


venting conceits and novelties to mark each 
succeeding wedding as more elegant and dis- 
tinguished than tha last, until baffled fancy 
retreats in despair behind severe simplicity. 


The last swell affair of this kind was noted 


for tha entire absence of all floral display — 
neither marriage bell, horseshoes, three-leaf 
clover nor arches. There were no trains of 
bridesmaids carrying bouquets or baskets or 
pots of flowers. . The usual regimen^of ushers 
were dispensed -with, and the presents were 
put away in a strongbox and no one saw them. 
There, was just as much money spent, how- 
ever, in other ways. Superb toilets, splendid 
jewelSj.and the supper was a feast with liquids 
quite as costly and much more palatable than 
Egypt's pearl and vinegar cruet 


The lavish expenditure on some of these 


toilets is simply startling. I was in the parlors 
of a fashionable dressmaker (yesterday when 
she drew me aside from the throng into a pri- 
vate apartment On a couch was a robe of 
shrimp-pink silk. The glowing surface of the 
fabric was set with clusters of a deeper rose 
color, with violet and shades of green, seem- 
ingly bouquets blurred as by a mist, as in chene 
patterns. It was a mass of fine pleated ruffles, 
points, puffs and puckers, through which wan- 
dered a wealth of lace. And such lace! So 
elegant in design! So marvelously wrought 
that one holds their breath with surprised de- 
light Tha pattern is roses. The full blown 
queen of flowers forms the scallops. The 
flower is not done flat, as in ordinary lace, but- 
each petal had been wrought separately and 
lapped over one another as>in the natural flow- 
er. It was surpassingly beautiful, and ap- 
peared like flowers of frost work eaught in tho 
filmy web of lace. The sleeves and' broad sash 
with loops and knot were formed from entire 
pieces of the lace. It seemed impossible that 
human fingers ever fashioned such marvelous 
workmanship. 


The lace alone cost $700. The dress will be 
worn by the wife of a representative who— 
well, he has money, and that is about alL 
I- 


Some time given to observing these sumptu- 
ous things has made me curious to learn 
further concerning the style and appointments 
of those who have great wealth and spend it 
lavishly here during the social season. Al- 
though our streets are the perfection of smooth- 
ness they aro terrible upon horses, and with 
late hours soon knock cattle all to pieces. 
For thaforeason many wealthy people prefer 
to have their carriage and horses with coach- 
man and footman in livery furnishecl by the 
season from public stables. 
But a few in 


•comparison bring their own equipage here, 
and even they in hard weather employ livery 
men. 
When Lady Thornton's horses and. 
servants had been out all day in bad weather, 
she was such a considerate mistress that she 
employed "herdics" or other conveyances at 
night 


Ono of the handsomest turnouts in town is a 
light spring landau that cost $2,800. It is up- 
holstered in heavy crimson satin and perfumed 
with tho fair owner's favorite flower — violets. 
It is drawn by a pair of bright bays, young, 
fleet-footed creaturas, worth $1,200. 
They 


wear a §300 gold-mounted harness and $100 
blankets with beautifully embroidered mono- 
grams in the corners to keep their shining coats 
from the frosty air. The man who bokls the 
ribbons over them has his livery furnished and 
receives. $50 a month with a stable man to help 
him. 
He tucks a $300 lap-robe of seal-skin 
about him and flourishes a whip that cost.$8. 
The nobby footman who opens and closes the 
carriage door, who races up and down steps 
and rings the bells, must not bear about him 
any flavor of the stable. He receives §25 a 
month, when young and charming, and none 
other less favored will fill that post acceptably. 
His livery is also furnished by his employers. 


While these horses are being groomed, 
scraped, washed and polished, they are put in 
harness; then they prance before the door 
with the soft-cushioned, faintly-perfumed car- 
riage, ready for the lady. She enters. The 
hair-dresser's art hss embellished her own and 
others' half— now hers by purchase; her maid 
or a professional has polished her finger-tips 
until the nails have the appearance of tiny sea- 
ehells. For effect, as we have described it, she 
wears the wonderful pink silk dress with tha 
rose pattern lace, a dress costing $1,000. The 
jewels worn are large opala set with diamonds 
valued at $2,000 more. A close-fitting, fulr- 
lined jacket protects the lace-covered ,arqi3 
and bosom from tho cold, and an ample 
dolman of seal-skin trimmed with sable is 
worn over that, the deep hood of which is 
brought over the head and lace. The wrap 
was bought for $500. The carriage floor is 
covered with a long-wooled vicuna rug; be- 
sides, there is a foot-maff of Russian fur 
worth $50, for the lady's feet These are clad 
in richly-embroidered silk 'stockings for which 
was paid $25, and the satin boots cost $lo 
more. 
Her handkerchief of point laco ia 


worth ten times ita weight in gold. Her fan, 
gloves, "and bouquet of long-stemmed rose- 
buds are another $100. If there are several 
receptions on the same evening the lady and 
escort can stop but a- short time at each. To 
expedite matters the footman, in that case, 
waits at the door with the wraps until they 
come out, aa this saves the trouble of ascend- 
ing to the dressing-rooms. 


It is but a dress parade. The same people 
utter the same platitudes from house to house, 
until waning night or dawning day sends them 
to their beds, when our grand dame returns 
home her maid helps her up stairs, undresses 
and puts on her mistress a soft, warm, neglige, 
robe, brushes out her hair to woo sleep and 
when drowsiness comes lifts her bodilv and 
lays her in bed. Some folks may imagine that 
the daughters of the Pharaohs did great things, 
but our queen of society owns a steam yacht that 
could run down the old Nile barge and sink it 
in no time, and 8jj_e has money enough to buy a 
whole cargo of rare German and French wines 
without fooling with her jewelry. 


Elizabeth Tndor was so proud of one forlorn 
pair of silk stockings that were made a present 
to her that she had it mentioned in history. 
One fine lady has dozens^of ijairs in all shades 
and colors. She has silk hangings, rich car- 
pets, rare -pain tings and delightful music; ex- 
otics in midwinter, and ices in the dog days. 
She has morej comforts and greater luxuries 
than the grand monarch ever dreamed of ia 
his most pleasure-pursuing age. 


What a godsend such people, with their un- 


limited expenditures, are to this wretched city; 
wretched enough to its poor in winter. With- 
out industries of any 'kind, the long, dreary- 
days drag on, with hunger ever present at 
many tables. The liberal rich are a blessing 
wherever they go. In this place they are a 
constant bunediction. 
Feed dealers^ black- 
smiths, florists, and dressmakers, coai and 
wine merchants, tha confectioners Tand laun- 
dresses," the garbage and soap-fat inenv are all 
profited by their coming. Then generous hos- 
pitality and expensive style of living breaks 
into a hundred channels— its rills of dime's and 
nickels find their way into the humblest homes, 
where the family have bread and meat, who 
would otherwise go empty and cold.

At the suggestion of Colonel Ingersoll, Cap- 


tain Kidd, for many years court crier al 
Springfield. A great genius in his way, has 
taken the lecture field, his subject being "Lin- 
coin." He opened at Washington to a large au- 
ence, drawn largely to heat IngeraoU's intro- 
duction, -H[hich was as follows: 


"We are to hear a lecture aboub Abe Lincoln, 


not Lincoln the president, Lincoln the liber- 
ator, Lincoln the statesman, but Lincoln the 
awyer, Lincoln the man—something of him as 
ha was when ho fell heir to agony and to fame; 
something about his' mode of life, his iiabits, 
his thoughts, his wishes, that is to say, hia 
daily life, because such peculiarities iu their 
characters are omitted by their biogra- 
phers. 
Nearly 
every 
great 
figure 
of 


history is a kind of groat monstrosity. We 
know nothing about Washington. He is a steel 
engraving. No dirt of humanity clings to his 
boots. We will hear about Lincoln, -wlio lived 
where men were free and equal, and was ac- 
quainted with the people, not much with 
books. Every man is in some sort a book. He 
lived the poem of the year in the fields, the 
woods, the blessed country. Lincoln had the 
advantage of sociability. He was thoughtful, 
and saw on the horizon of his future the per- 
petual star of hope. To him every field was a 
landscape; every landscape a poem; every 
flower a lesson, and every grove a fairy land. 
Oaks and elms are far more poetical than 
streets or houses. A country lite is in itself 
an education. It gives the man an idea of 
home. He hears the rain on the roofs, the i-us- 
tle of the breeze, the music of nature's fullest 
control You have no idea how many men ed- 
ucation spoils. Colleges are institutions where 
brickbats are polished and diamonds dimmed 
If Shakespeare had graduated at Oxford he 
would have become a pettifogging attorney or 
a hypocritical parson. 
Lincoln's education 
was derived from men and things, and henca 
he had a chance to develop. Ha had many 
sides. He not only had laughter, but he had 
tears, and never that kind ot solemnity which 
is a mask to hido the features. He was not 
afraid to seek for knowledge where he had 
it not. When a man is too dignified ha 
ceases to learn. 
Lincoln was a logician. 
Logic ia capacity; it is the child of a good 
hear.t and a good head. 
He was always 
honest with himself. He was an orator; that 
is, he was natural. If you wish to be sublime 
you must keep close to the grass. You must 
sit close to the heart of human experience— 
abovo the clouds it is too cold. If you want to 
know the difference between an orator and a 
speaker read the oration of Lincoln at Gettys- 
burg, and then read the speech of Everett at 
the same place. • One came from the heart, the 
other was born out of the voice. Lincoln's 
speech will be remernbeaed forever. Everett's 
no man will read. It was like plucked flowers. 
If you want to find out what a man is to the 
bottom, give him power. Any man can stand 
adversity—only a great man can stand pros- 
perity. It is tho glory of Abraham Lincoln 
that he never abused power only on tho side ol 
mercy. He was a perfectly honest man. When 
he had power he used it in mercy. He loved to 
see the tears of the wife whose husband he had 
snatched from death."

Sing Ling was planted at third 
base, Hong Kong in the center field. Hop Lee 
in the right field, and Ah Sin in the left field.

^The future scientist from Timbuetoo, trao- 
jig the history.of the extinct inhabitants of 
Cincinnati in the ruins, buried under the 
growth of centuries, would write out. the story 
5f the deluge of 1883. At-first the inhabitants 
•welcomed the lisa of the Ohio as a promise of 
seal and navigation. As it kept on they 
thought it a sensation, and began to plume 
themselves on the prospect of as high water as 
the flood of 1847 and even of 1832. They 
looked on the calamity of the poor people who 
were driven from habitations near the river, 
and on the hurry of merchants in lifting heavy 
goods outof their cellars in "the bottom." It 
kept on, and merchants had to inove again, 
and were driven out of the first story, and a 
multitude of poor people were homeless, leav- 
ing their all in the rising waters. 


Then the gas works were submerged, and 


the city left in darkness, then the waterworks, 
leaving the city without water in & flood. Tha 
coal-yards were in the midst of a sea. The 
railroad tracks and stations were drowned. 
The whole people began to realize that a great 
great calamity was • upon them. 
Yet they 
thought that when the flood had reached the 
height of 1832 it would be satisfied, and re- 
cede ; but it kept on. Communication with the 
country was cut off, and the flood was the 
same in the country. A famine for food came 
on top of a light famine, a water famine, and a 
fuel famine, and with inhabitants driven 
from their houses by the continually advanc- 
ing waters. Churches and all public buildings 
were crowded, and every .house that was still 
above water was invaded by all it could hold, 
until those in turn had to fly to higher ground. 
The, mind cannot conceive the anguish and 
terror of this, when the populatioriuof a great 
city was all in tha same terror ana suffering. 
It was a pandemonium of hunger, cold and 
desperation. Many in their despair refused to 
leave their dwellings, and these were found, 
centuries after,by the exoavationsfof discoverers 
man and wife,-parents and children, lover and 
maiden, mother and the babe at her breast, in 
mutual embrace, buried in the yellow earth 
brought down by the river flood. The semi- 
circle of hills was crowded with hundreds of 
thousands of shelterless, starving people, fast 
dying of want, exposure, terror and despair. 
Since the flood must be, it was merciful that its 
rise was at an accelerating rate. It surround- 
ed the hills and climbed over the highest parts, 
until at last only one spot, a narrow Knoll, 
stood above the dreadful wilderness of waters. 


Here, upon a pile of stones which he had 


heaped, sat the last survivor of the inhabit- 
ants of Cincinnati. 
Even his portrait, in a 


painting of the scene, was found strangely 
preserved. The last man's wife has died of 
want and terror in bis arms and now lies 
floating on the rising waters by the rock He 
sits on the rock, almost destitute of apparel, 
contemplating the dreadful waters with coun- 
tenance in which a fine conception has mingled 
with wonderful art the expression of tender- 
ness, suffering, hopeless despair] plucky de- 
termination and defiance, which tell the story 
of the dreadful tragedy, and express an heroic 
soul tharfeels as a man, and as a man that has 
suffered the worst, defies all that can yet come 
to him. 


A picture of all the calamities of the deluge 
is concentrated in this single figure. An idea 
is entertained by many that creation, is ever 
repeating itself ia great cycles; that what now 
is has been thousands of years before, and 
will be again. If this brief narrative is not 
the history of the deluge of 1883, it is of the 
former deluge, and of that which will be. 
And as the deluge is a moral suasion, to be 
sent at times when the wickedness of the 
world has overcome all the ordinary instru- 
mentalities, an extraordinary rise in the 
rivers is to every one a loud call for moral in- 
trospection.

Mines Raining Farms. 


Detroit Free Press. 


There is an injunction now against the work- 


ing of all California hydraulic mines which: 
run their debris into rivers the waters of 
which find their way into the San Francisco 
bay. This action, which was only secured 
after a hard legal fight, renders valueless 
nearly all the great mines in the state, into 
which millions of dollars have been put in the 
shape of costly machinery, long tunnels, and 
miles on miles of flumes and ditches. The ag- 
ricultural interests of tne state are so great, 
however, that no one for a moment can ques- 
tion the justice of this measure of protection 
for the farmers. All along the rivers in the 
large valleys the rich bottom land is covered 
in many places with a deposit of mud and 
gravel, which under the hot sun of California 
dries into the hardness of an adobe brick. No 
crop can be grown, for the deposit—which ia 
the debris or "slickens" from the mines, floated 
down by the swollen rivers and left here dur- 
ing the whiter and spring floods—is so deep 
that it cannot be turned under. The farmer 
has no other recourse than to abandon bis laud 
—turn it out to old fields, as the southern 
planter used to do when he had taken the life 
out of the soil with many successive crops of 
cotton or tobacco. But the worst examples of 
this destruction are seen on the great fruit 
ranches. Here not only is the land ruined, 
but the trees, which cost a small fortune, are 
withered aud dead as though the breath of a 
big forest fire had passed over them. One 
may see to-day the famous Briggs ranch, of 
more than 5,000 acres, all planted in fruit, 
given over to this deadly invasion of debris. 
Ten years ago it produced the royal income of 
$250,000 a year; to-day it ia practically worth- 
leas.
